GADSDEN COUNTY HAMS HELP POLICE 
SEARCH FOR BODY

QUINCY, Fla. — The Gadsden County Sheriff’s Department has 
commended members of the Gadsden ARES organization for its 
effective help with a three-day search for the body of a kidnap- 
murder victim over the Thanksgiving holiday in November, 1987. 

The operation began when Sheriff W.A. Woodham asked ARRL 
ARES Emergency Coordinator Lee Parcell, K1VCV, for com- 
munications assistance in coordinating two helicopters and nearly 
100 searchers on the ground as they tramped over a large area of 
wooded, rural northern Gadsden County, not far from the Georgia 
border. Kathy Higdon, a 23-year-old Quincy housewife had 
disappeared from home and Woodham had arrested a suspect who 
admitted murdering the woman but refused to disclose where he 
had left her body. 

Many of the searchers were members of a hunting club who were 
familiar with the terrain and who were equipped with business-band 
hand-helds on 151 mHz, which they normally used to coordinate 
their hunts. John Shaw Curry, K4QDN, a member of the club, 
monitored their simplex traffic and reported as necessary via the 
Quincy 2-meter repeater to K1VCV at the command post in the 
sheriff’s office. In addition, Mike Shephard, WD4DMT, and Ron 
McKinnon, WD4MAW accompanied other groups of searchers, 
reporting via 2-meters. 

On Thanksgiving Day and Friday, K4QDN operated in the field 
and KI1VCV at his home station maintained contact with the 
sheriff’s office. 

On Saturday, the search was divided in a larger number of 
smaller groups and additional amateurs were needed. Bob Bryan, 
of Chattahoochee, Stan Ferguson, N4KGS, of Tallahassee, Lonnie 
Whitehead, N4PTW, of Quincy and Ed Coker, WA4VPI, joined the 
search. A new Novice, Tom Spears, who didn’t even have his call 
sign yet, also helped out. 

With this arrangement, each of the small search groups was able 
to request investigators from the sheriff’s department to check out 
whatever they found. The sheriff’s office was also able to deplay 
each search group to new locations as old ones were exhausted. 

On Thursday, one group of radio-coordinated searchers located a 
pistol that turfed out to be the murder weapon. Late Saturday, a 
searcher located the woman’s body partially obscured with pine 
straw. The sheriff’s office was then able to add a murder charge to 
the kidnapping and burglary charges already filed against the 
suspect. 

In accordance with the Capital District ARES plan, K1VCV kept 
the DEC, George Thurston, W4MLE, advised of developments in 
the operation. On Saturday, just before the body was discovered, 
Leon County EC Michael Dodson, N4JEL, was arranging to send 
operators from Tallahassee, in neighboring Leon County, to relieve 
tiring Quincy hams who had already been on the task for three 
days. 

This, too, was in accord with both the Capital District plan and 
the Leon County plan because a high percentage of the District’s 
amateur population is concentrated in Leon County. K1VCV used 
the Capital ARES District Net on the Tallahassee 147.03 repeater 
and the W4GAA repeater on 146.715 to coordinate with the district. 

The search provided a first exposure to ham radio for Sheriff 
Woodham, and it was also a first for newly-appointed EC K1VCV.

I tried again this year, but the local office told me to send to the 
Tallahassee office, which I did and they kept returning my application and sending forms 
for me to fill out which had nothing to do with Ham call sign license plates. 

The first form they sent me to fill out was for the case where someone stole your tag or it 
had been damaged so that you could not read it. The next form they sent was one for a 
disabled person to fill out and take to the local tag office.

Also they would not sell me the 
1988 sticker to go on my old W40S tag. :

Shortly after I arrived in Amman last July, for the start of a 2-year assignment, I 
contacted the Royal Jordanian Radio Amateur Society and received the operator license 
JY9LC. My equipment has not yet cleared Customs but I do expect to be on the air before 
the end of November. Since, in addition to reciprocal licensing, there is also a Third Party 
Agreement between Jordan and the USA, I hope I may be able to get a phone patch or two 
in Cooper City (in south Broward County) where my son lives. 

I’ve met several of the local amateurs through the Society and they share such diverse , 
backgrounds as being Ass’t. General Manager of a bank, owner of a printing business, 
ministerial employees, owner of a distillery, International Red Cross manager, news 
service manager, and so forth — just like American hams.

Don, N4ET, manager of Gator Net, writes, ‘Good to hear Joe, 
W4KLY, come back with a couple QNI during the last few days of 
November. Welcome back, Joe. 

““The holiday traffic season is upon us again as I write this (and 
will be over as you read this) and judging from what traffic was 
handled during the Thanksgiving Day weekend it looks like another 
big one. 

Corwo years ago, when I first entered into the new world of packet 
radio I thought that this new mode would dominate traffic han- 
dling.

popping up on the city closest to the delivery point twice or three 
times and even more. Also multiple deliveries are being made 
because the stations taking the messages are not killing them from 
the bulletin board. I recently received the same message from 
North Dakota a total of four times over a period of 15 days — all 
with different numbers. On the plus side, however, all four 
messages read the same. So the accuracy is there at least. Ef- 
ficiency and speed? Not by a long shot.

Mort, WX4H, Manager of QFN, observes, ‘‘the holidays are really here’at this printing 
and I know all of you that can are helping as much as possible with the annual holiday 
traffic crush. We do it every year — so what else is new? 

“VESISD is now AB4EA. K4CY of Brooksville fame is filling the gap left by KB9LT. Rip, 
AA4HT, can help in this area also. K4J1 of Gator has checked in with QFN. This man has 
so much time in grade concerning CW nets, he should check in more often. The reps 
coming from 4RN and RN5 usually have extra traffic on hand. I wish some of the mem- 
bers would take what they can to the 2 meter and possible other phone nets that they at- 
tend. W4WNY of the panhandle area has QNI once or twice. Lan is the great old-style CW 
operator with the great hand. N4SS, NIck of Milton, is an electronic genius if you have 
ever been around before. He has the canny ability to find rig problems and rectify them, 
plus he understands antennas. Great to have people like that around. 

“‘A point was suggested that those people who have trouble numbering messages might 
try the month and day method. For example, Nov. 30 would be numbered 1130R and Dec. 5 
would be 125R. If you have more than one message on Dec. 5, write it as 1251R and 1252R 
and so on. Rechecking for a message is thus made very easy.”’ (Ed. note: using 4 digits 
would keep the 10-12 months from being misread. Eg. 125R could be Dec. 5 or Jan. 25 but 
1205R’ would definitely be Dec. 5. Using 01 for Jan. would make any 5th digit a 
multiple/date.) 

Mort continues, “I am sure that some of you QFN people would like to go to 4RN or RN5 
but are hesitant to do so for reasons of your own. Please ask any of us for the simple 
procedure of listing traffic, times and frequencies, and who is who. Go to 4RN at 7:45 PM 
Eastern and listen on 3567 KHz, or to RN5 at 8:45 PM “astern on 3654 KHz. Check in while 
you are there; the NCS is always a nice person. 

“As this is being written, the temperature outside is 38 (degrees) and boy does that 
fireplace feel good. Hope everyone has a very happy holiday with lots of cheer and an 
occasional checkin.”’ 

WA4HDH, Doc, reports that his QFN history is progressing slowly due to a lack of old 
bulletins and information about the early years. A letter he recently received from 
K4UBR, Jerry Green, is partially quoted in this month’s article. 

Doc writes, ‘‘On November 1, 1959, QFN was started as the All Florida CW Traffic Net. 
Lee Garris, W4ATA was the Florida Net (FN) Net Manager and Jerry Green, K4UBR, 
was the NW Florida (NWFN) Net Manager. The Florida Net (FN) was basically the area 
east of the Suwanee River, and the NW Florida Net (NWFN) was west of the Suwanee 
River. Clyde, W4SDR, Lee, and Jerry, after much discussion, thought that an All Florida 
CW Traffic Net was the way to go. The discussion ranged from ‘Should we cover the 
Fourth- and Fifth-Region Nets since West Florida organizationally thru the NTS was 
associated with the Fifth Region Net while the FN (the East Florida Net) was with the 
Fourth Region Net’ to ‘How can we get the entire state of Florida to become active in an 
All Florida CW Traffic Net.’ 

“The FN people were not completely happy with an All Florida CW Traffic Net since 
they felt the area was too big. Skip, frequency, NCS stations, atmospheric conditions, 
Cuban QRM, weak low-power Florida stations, covering both 4RN and RN5, and a 
multitude of other reasons, excuses, and contrariness produced some backlash. However, 
NWEN was adamant and QFN was begun.” 

With that as a background, Doc quotes from the letter he received from Jerry Green, 
the only living Ham involved in the merger. 

“The first session of QFN was Nov. 1, 1959, at 1730 CST, and the NCS was K4UBR. The 
session lasted 40 minutes and my log shows K4KDN, Herb Hamilton from Winter Haven, 
sent QTC 1.-On Nov, 2, 1959, the NCS was Lee, W4ATA. The Nov. 3 NCS was K40ID; the 
Nov. 4 NCS was W4ATA; the Nov. 5 NCS was Alan, W4BVE;; the Nov. 6 NCS was K4SJH; 
the Nov. 7 NCS was K4UBR with QNI: W4ATA, W4SDR, W4BVE, K40ID, and W4FPC. 
The QTC was 3, and QNF was at 1818 CST. 

“During the first summer, which would be the summer of 1960, there was much com- 
plaining about going to 40 M due to QRN, but I guess the wise heads prevailed and I see 
that we stayed on 80 meters.” 

Jerry’s last paragraph to Doc contains the following reflections. 

“As T look at the log book, I wonder how the heck I had time to work, raise a family, take 
part in MARS, built. RTTY gear, prepare two staff studies on Air Traffic Control Systems 
(military), and attend every Ham affair in the state. Geez, I wish I had that energy today, 
Doc. Guess that’s why I had a heart attack when I did!” 

Thank you for sharing this gem of QFN history with us, Doc. I hope it will encourage

““SE HABLA ESPANOL” 
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FLORIDA QUADRIPLEGIC IS NOVICE WITH 
NEW WHEELCHAIR THANKS TO COUNTRY COUSINS

STEINHATCHEE, Fla. — Nearly 100 hams from the Southeast 


and the Gulf Coast convened last October in a Taylor County,: 


Florida, fishing village to meet a Novice in a wheelchair they had 
helped him to buy. 

The man was Lloyd Matthews, 27, now KC4CDI, a quadriplegic 
who occupied a $10,000 wheelchair purchased in part with con- 
tributions from the amateur radio Country Cousins Southern 
Division and its members, only two of whom had ever seen him. 

Their gift piqued Matthews’ interest in becoming a ham radio 
operator. 

About six years ago; Lloyd plunged headfirst from a diving board 
into 2 feet of water. Paralyzed from the neck down, he lost both legs 
and his left arm — but not his ambitions — to surgery. His right 
arm is useless and one kidney has been removed. 

“So far,’’ he quipped, ‘‘I’ve been able to keep my head.” 

Working toward a law degree, Lloyd was able to take some 
courses at Tallahassee Community College, about 50 miles away, 
but he completely wore out his first wheelchair while doing it. For 
nearly a year, he was completely bed-bound, without wheels or any 
means of mobility. 

The Cousins learned of Matthews’ need for a high-tech, chin- 
controlled, battery-powered chair from two ‘‘cousins”’ from Perry, 
Henry Grubbs, K4UTY, and Toby Marshall, WD4ENQ, Taylor 
County Emergency Coordinator. 

The Taylor County Amateur Radio Club helped Matthews qualify 
for his Novice license last October. When WD4ENQ and K4UTY 
came to his home to administer the test, Matthews said, they first 
gave him a “‘practice run” to “‘loosen up”’ and get a feel for the 
questions and the code test. Then they told him he had passed the 
real thing. 

Now, Lloyd said, he wants to upgrade so he can talk to his new 
“‘cousins”’ on their regular Sunday evening net on 75 meter SSB and 
on the Perry voice repeater on 146.97 mHz. 

The Cousins’ October picnic was Lloyd’s first meeting with any of 
the out-of-town Cousins. 

‘“‘They’re an interesting bunch,’’ Lloyd said afterward. But he 
wouldn’t elaborate. Until then, he had met no more than 4 or 5 hams 
in his life. Maybe 50 or 75 all at once were a bit much. 

The Cousins’ president, Bill Ronay, KB4JPN, of Decatur, GA, 
said Matthews has helped the Cousins more than they’ve helped 
him. 

“He has given us more than he’Il ever realize — a shot in the arm 
— more than we'll ever be able to repay him for,”’ Bill said. ‘“‘This 
situation (helping Matthews) has revitalized the group to realize 
that we have a purpose. He has more ability and potential than 
many people I have met with all their arms and legs. A lot of guys 
in his situation would have just turned belly up.”’ 

The Cousins came to Lloyd’s aid when Medicare first denied his 
application for financial assistance with a new chair, then ‘‘lost”’ it 
for six months and finally sent him $800 — for a $10,000 wheelchair. 

That’s when Matthews’ case worker, Mary Frances Folsom, of 
the Center for Independent Living, launched a private drive to 
raise money to buy the chair. Alerted by K4AUTY and WD4ENQ, the 
Cousins raised about $2,000 toward the chair. Taylor County 
residents raised most of the rest. 

It was not the Cousins’ first such gift and it isn’t likely to be their 
last. While trying to help Matthews find a suitable chair, said 
Maurice Wheeler, K4RMO, the group found one in Orlando that was 
not quite suitable. But Wheeler was able to talk the insurance 
company that owned the chair into donating it to the Cousins. So 
some other handicapped person needing a sophisticated wheelchair 
will get that one, he said. Wheeler is host to the Cousins each Oc- 
tober at his 1.5 acre former campground in Steinhatchee. 

And the Cousins have often come to the aid of handicapped or 
disabled hams, collectively and as individuals, providing syn- 
thesized voice readouts and other kinds of specialized equipment as 
well as hands-on assistance with station maintenance and in- 
stallation. 

The Country Cousins did not start as a charitable organization. 
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Wheeler said a small group of friends in several southeastern 
states began meeting by radio nearly every night in 1962. Many of 
them were either ministers or retired pastors and their chit-chat 
each night at the same time began to attract other radio amateurs 
with similar interests. 

The group has now grown into four separate organizations 
stretching from the Atlantic to the Pacific and from Canada to 
Central America, Wheeler said. Each group calls itself ““The 
Country Cousins.’’ Each group has the same areas of common 
interest. 

But the Southern Section, as this group identifies itself, is the only 
one with an annual meeting. 

That would not surprise Lloyd Matthews, KC4CDI. He has felt all 
along that “‘his”’ cousins’ organization is one of a kind.

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FROM THE DESK OF THE SECRETARY OF 
THE FLORIDA REPEATER COUNCIL, INC. 

As mentioned in our previous article, discussion on proposed 
organizational changes to the Council are the subject of this 
month’s column. 

As time moves forward, the number of requests for repeater 
pairs and control link frequencies will rise. With this increase in the 
number of repeater pair assignments, there is the probability that 
interference complaints will also rise. To deal with these increases 
in needed services, the executive officers of the Council have 
decided that an organizational change is necessary to meet these 
rising demands. Having conferred with several other frequency 
coordinating groups on how their organizations are structured, the 
executive board made a determination that the Council should 
restructure and form a board of directors. Having a structured 
board of directors would provide better and more personal services 
to the repeater owners and users. 

Following affirmation by the Councils constituencies, the board 
of directors will consist of seven (7) individuals. The first slate of 
directors will be appointed by the executive officers of the Council. 
In the years that follow, each director will be elected by the con- 
stituents from the district thAt they represent. 

Each director will appoint a vice-director who will aid them in 
Council affairs and appear at any pertinent meetings and events 
when the director cannot attend. Each director will be responsible 
for negotiating all repeater issues that arise in their respective 
district. In the event that a complaint involves repeaters in more 
than one district, the directors of the districts involved will ar- 
bitrate the necessary solution. If a solution to a problem cannot be 
resolved by the directors, the executive officers will make the final 
decision. The board of directors will be responsible for 
disseminating all Council policies to the repeater owners and users. 
They will also appoint the Frequency Coordinator(s) and the 
Database Manager. All motions and issues that constitute a vote 
will be dealt with by the board of directors and they will conduct the 
election of the executive officers. The duration of all office positions 
both on the board of directors and at the executive level will be one 
(1) year. 

The changes that I have pointed out above are not cast in con- 
crete. The executive board of the Council has yet to consult with 
legal council to establish if these measures are appropriate. The 
by-laws of the Council’s charter must also be amended to allow for 
the implementation of these changes. We have much work ahead, 
but we feel that these changes will help in bringing the Council 
closer to the repeater owners and users. 

In closing, if anyone has any suggestions or comments, we would 
like to hear from you.

ARMY MARS 
SCANNERS BE WARE 
By W.K. McPherson 

Scanning the frequencies allocated to the FAA, fire departments 
and law enforcement agencies is becoming a most popular hobby. 
It is so popular in Florida that there is a state law against using 
scanners in motor vehicles. (F.S.843.16) Furthermore there is a 
federal law that makes it illegal to listen in on certain frequencies, 
specially those used in cellular phones. These laws are difficult and 
perhaps impossible to enforce but they are on the books and some 
violations have been prosecuted. 

Licensed MARS and AMATEUR operators have nothing to fear 
as long as they use the frequencies they are licensed to work on or 
frequencies they have been requested to use by licensed agencies. 
In either case they should have their license with them when they 
use them in motor vehicles. On other frequencies they must be very 
careful and not repeat anything they hear. This has been true for 
more than 75 years. Communications experts agree that even 
cellular phones are much like the old ‘‘telephone party lines’”’ and 
at least one vendor advises those who purchase cellular phones of 
that fact. 

MARS and AMATEUR operators must be alert to the fact that 
the demand for radio communication is increasing much more 
rapidly than the capacity of the radio spectrum to handle it. In 
other words they must either use the frequencies now assigned 
them or let others use them. Competition for frequencies suitable 
for use by cellular phones is a prime example! And right now they 
should (we should) be telling their (our) congressmen all of the 
reasons for leaving the 220-222 MHz segment alone. (QST) p6 DEC

OOCORNER (Official Observers Corner) 


I will bet that very few of the Amateur community knows that the 
Official Observers and Amateur Auxiliary issue Good Guy Reports. 


These are normally given after observing the operating practices | 


of the Amateur for a period of six months or more. It is based on 
how the Station is technically operated (sounds) and the operating 
practices of the control operator. If you receive one, frame it, 
becase it’s something to be proud of. 

I have been frequently asked about on-the-air testing. It’s per- 
fectly legal to perform on the air tests if the testing is done on a 
frequency that does not interfere with an ongoing QSO and that you 
give your call sign. It’s illegal when you interfere with another 
station or when you don’t give your call sign. 

If your license has expired and you send in a renewal form the 
next day. You are not legally licensed. You cannot enjoy our hobby 
until you receive your new license. I would suggest that you take 
advantage of Florida Skip’s service in notifying you ahead of time. 
Send them your XYL’s birthday too and they will keep you out of 
real trouble. - 

The Practice of DXing repeaters is not illegal but some of the 
things that can happen when this is tried are: If you are operating 
High Power you might bring up two or even three repeaters. If you 
should try to use the phone patch on the contacted repeater you 
may also bring up the phone patch on others. If this happens, when 
you drop the phone patch you do not always drop the other patches 
and hang up the other repeaters. This is illegal. Use the Simplex 
frequencies for DXing.

0-U-C-H! 

The ham who was charged with jamming the San Diego FBI 
radio network has admitted doing it. On Friday, November 27, 

Jerry Gastil (K6DYD) pleaded guilty in federal court to one felony 
count of jamming FBI communications. Gastil’s guilty plea follows 
his arrest on April 10 and an intensive investigation of malicious 
interference to FBI communications in the area. 

After his arraignment, Gastil was freed on $150,000 bond pending 
trial. His guilty plea surprised many who thought he would fight the 
charges. No motive for Gastil’s jamming activity has been made 
known and sentencing has been set for the 25th of January. 

If the guilty plea is accepted by the court, Gastil could face a 
maximum of 10 years in jail and a $10,000 fine. It is also expected 
that the FCC will act to revoke his amateur and commercial radio 
licenses as well. (See WLR 496, page 1 for details. )

ticipated and enjoyed the mosquitoes, squirrels, etc. under the 
watchful eye of the Park Ranger at Wickham Park. Of special note 
was the extra efforts of the novice station operated by William 
Pike, KB4WEH. 


PRACTICE MAKES PERFECT! 
OR DOES IT? 

On November 9th at 9 to 11:30 a.m. the City of Miami conducted 
its annual disaster drill. Supposedly a passenger bus carrying 
about 40 migrant workers was hit by a big truck, turning the bus 
over (it really was on its side). The driver and all passengers were 
contaminated with the dangerous chemicals the truck was 
carrying. About 23 of the passengers were severely hurt with 
broken bones, cuts and bruised. These victims were “‘made-up”’ to 
look real and they even moaned and groaned! 

The city officials alerted the four participating Dade hospitals of 
the drill. (Of course, they knew about it weeks before.) The City 
rescue teams and Randle-Eastern were alerted to carry victims 
from the ‘‘disaster area’’ which was at Curtis Park, 22 Ave. and 23 
St., North West. 

The area was quickly sealed off by police (as it should) and only 
authorized vehicles allowed to enter. 

The Dade county ARES/RACES amateurs were allowed to 
participate as a ‘‘back up communications”’ but were not officially 
advised the start of the exercise. The Dade County communications 
van was to be at the site and when it arrived it was turned away and 
now allowed in the disaster area. This van provides three complete 
stations on 2 meters on emergency power. It had to remain about a 
block from the site. The Dade Emergency Operating Center (EOC) 
was never notified which caused the delay of the van. 

Amateurs under directions of RACES RO, KI4T, were aware of 
what was to happen and had 13-man team assigned in the disaster 
area and the four hospitals. 

Everyone was at their assigned posts but still no alert notice! It 
was decided to swing into action, relaying info from the site to the 
four hospitals, without notice. An amateur at the site obtained info 
as to which victim(s) were being sent and to which hospital. This 
info was relayed to the amateur at the hospital and in turn given to 
the officials there, with an ETA. The hospital officials were quite 
surprised to receive the information so quickly. 

This is the 6th year Dade amateurs have participated in such a 
local planned disaster. THIS WAS NOT OUR BEST because of lack 
of official communication from its planners. 

There is much more that could be said, but not at this time. The 
145.390/K4BKZ repeater worked perfectly and gave excellent 
site/hospital coverage, even inside some emergency rooms. Our 
sincere thanks to the BK2 repeater group! ! 

The amateurs who participated and gave up a half day of their 
time, equipment and skills were: KA4HLO, WA4LLJ, WD4JKM, 
W4SQG, K4TCV (a doctor), WA4ZVW, WB4CKY, W20NT, W4VBQ, 
WA4CCP, KA4HAZ, RACES RO KI4T and Dade ARRL EC W4IYT.
